Each  spring  nearly  three  million  young  Americans 
graduate  from  public  and  private  high  schools 
throughout  the  country.  Many  receive  honors  and 
awards  for  a  variety  of  accomplishments  and  some  will 
go  on  to  make  outstanding  contributions  to  the  world. 

This  system  of  recognition  and  encouragement  has 
been  carried  to  its  ultimate  level  in  the  Presidential 
Scholars  Program — the  highest  possible  honor  for 
American  high  school  students. 

By  personally  recognizing  these  truly  outstanding 
young  men  and  women  each  year,  the  President  honors 
all  American  youth  of  high  potential,  the  schools  that 
train  them,  and  ultimately  the  entire  educational 
enterprise. 

Presidential  Scholars  are  chosen  with  exacting  care. 
They  represent  the  finest  intellectual  and  leadership 
achievement  in  their  class,  and  they  are  indeed  worthy 
to  receive  the  bronze  medallions  signifying  their  honor. 

The  medallions  are  theirs  and  the  honor  is  theirs — 
as  indeed,  are  the  extraordinary  abilities  and  unusual 
potential  that  won  them  Presidential  recognition. 

But  in  a  larger  sense  the  true  beneficiary  of  this  effort 
is  America  itself,  a  country  reaching  for  the  highest 
levels  of  excellence  in  every  area  of  human  endeavor, 
a  Nation  seeking  for  all  its  people  the  maximum  op- 
portunity for  education  to  enable  them  to  live  lives  of 
challenge,  accomplishment,  and  fulfillment. 

The  Presidential  Scholars  Program  speaks  directly  to 
these  goals.

Selection  Process 

The  Presidential  Scholars  are  chosen  by  a  group  of 
Americans  distinguished  in  education,  public  affairs 
and  the  arts.  The  Commission  on  Presidential  Scholars, 
appointed  by  the  President,  selects  a  boy  and  a  girl 
from  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Puerto  Rico, 
and  American  students  overseas.  Another  15  are  chosen 
at  large.  All  are  designated  by  the  Commission  on  the 
basis  of  outstanding  scholarship  and  demonstrated 
leadership  capabilities. 

There  are  not  applications  for  the  honor  nor  can 
schools  or  individuals  nominate  students.  The  Educa- 
tional Testing  Service,  under  contract  to  the  Office  of 
Education,  assists  in  the  initial  selection  of  candidates 
by  identifying  those  graduating  seniors  who  are  out- 
standing for  their  leadership  and  scholarship.  The  ETS 
calls  upon  a  wide  variety  of  data  sources,  including 
the  normal  college  preparatory  tests,  to  substantiate  the 
choice  of  500  semi-finalists.  Through  direct  inquiry 
to  the  students  and  their  schools,  confirming  informa- 
tion is  gathered.  The  Office  of  Education  then  submits 
the  names  and  credentials  of  finalists  to  the  Commis- 
sion on  Presidential  Scholars  for  its  consideration  at  an 
annual  meeting  in  May  or  June. 

On  the  basis  of  its  independent  judgment,  the  Com- 
mission recommends  121  winners  to  the  President.  The 
President  notifies  the  students  that  he  has  named  them 
as  Presidential  Scholars,  inviting  them  to  Washington, 
D.C.  in  June  for  presentation  of  the  medallions. 

The  Presidential  Scholars  program  is  purely  honor- 
ary. There  are  no  provisions  for  financial  aid  within 
the  executive  order  which  established  the  Commission 
and  the  Program. 


Presentation 

The  Presidential  Scholars  are  brought  to  Washington 
before  the  presentation  ceremony  and  are  housed  at  a 
local  university.  The  first  evening  there  is  a  welcoming 
reception  for  the  Scholars.  The  occasion  is  used  by 
Commission  representatives  and  staff  from  the  Office  of 
Education  to  explain  to  the  Scholars  the  nature  of  their 
visit — where  they  will  go,  whom  they  will  see — and  to 
answer  any  questions  they  might  have. 

During  their  stay,  the  Scholars  are  taken  on  a  tour  of 
Government  that  few  visitors  to  the  Capital  experience. 
In  addition,  they  are  given  the  opportunity  to  interview 
highly  placed  persons  such  as  Cabinet  members,  Sena- 
tors, Representatives,  and  other  leaders  in  Government 
and  the  Arts. 

The  Program  culminates  in  the  presentation  of  the 
medallions,  and  parents  are  invited  to  accompany  their 
sons  and  daughters  to  that  ceremony. 


History 

The  Presidential  Scholars  Program,  established  in 
1964,  has  identified  over  1,300  of  America's  ablest 
students  but  has  uncovered  no  common  formula  for 
genius.  Although  they  shared  scholastic  eminence,  the 
winners  in  past  years  have  been  as  different  as  any 
assortment  of  individuals  can  be.  Their  divergent  back- 
grounds have  indicated  that  a  Presidential  Scholar  may 
emerge  from  almost  any  milieu.  The  sons  and  daughters 
of  first  generation  immigrants,  university  adminis- 
trators, factory  wrorkers,  farmers,  industrial  managers, 
Indian  reservationists,  and  other  American  parentage 
have  been  named  Scholars. 

The  great  majority  have  intended  to  go  on  to  an  ad- 
vanced degree.  In  particular,  they  have  indicated  plans 


to  study  law,  medicine,  the  physical  sciences,  mathe- 
matics, politics,  literature,  and  courses  in  public  service. 

The  Scholars  have  had  widely  varied  interests — 
music  and  science,  philosophy  and  sports,  art  and 
oceanography,  writing  and  mathematics,  drama  and 
current  events.  They  have  tended  to  pursue  their  in- 
terests through  extra-curricular  activities,  showing  a 
particular  propensity  toward  raising  social  conscious- 
ness. Many  of  them  have  contributed  to  their  school 
newspapers,  held  offices  in  student  government,  and 
represented  their  student  bodies  at  a  wide  variety  of 
competitive  events.  Most  Scholars  have  been  involved 
in  community,  church  and  political  affairs.  Some  have 
taken  college  courses  concurrently  with  their  high 
school  work  or  have  done  special  independent  studies 
outside  the  classroom.  A  large  percentage  of  the  stu- 
dents have  been  employed  in  the  summers  or  have 
worked  on  a  part-time  basis.  All  these  activities  have 
developed  advanced  social  and  personal  maturity  in  ad- 
dition to  enhancing  intellectual  growth. 

One  can  say  with  assurance  that  Presidential  Scholars 
are  among  the  most  outstanding  young  people  in 
America.
